Timber for Mining Purposes,

The Enrcka Sentinel says that the
following new ruling of the General
Land Ofliee relating to the use of
Giovernment timber for mining  pur-
poses, brings to unnd the litization
there ten or {welve yeirs ago when
loeal wood and charconl dealers, min-
g compnnies wd the railromd com-
puny were ivolved e legal ditleul-
ties over the nnlawful entting of tin-
bero The new regulations seem to bhe
more cimple nod less expednsive than
the system recently in vogue., The
Western Mining World has the fol.
lowing to say of the new decision:

Minivg operations in the West hinve
been greatly hampered by the reisric-
tions thrown nronnd the vse of Gov
ernment Limber,  while prospecting
hins been earried on nmd mines devel
oped v smnll way, the large propo-
sitions felt the need of more libernl
lnws na o the use of timber,  Huppi-
Iy, Mr. Hermunn, the Commissioner
of the General Loand OMee, has mnde
wornhinge thnt will confer o great hene-
it on the wimmg nterests of the
West, He hins decided to grant (o
mimng compinnes the privilege of
culting all the timboer they need, pro
vided justructions are followed.

Upon  reguest a Giovernment
agent will bo sent to o mining eanp,
who will marle such trees ns mny be
cut for mining  purposea. In this
wity the young treea will bo protect -
ed by the Governmenl,  An arrange-
ment of this kind will bo satisfoctory
to mintg men md in the end prove
benelieinl to e Government,  Claim
owners will have lesa horitnney in
patenting their propertion if asenred
they will no longer bo hampered in
the matter of procuring mining tim-
bers as regquired. The decision s of
